University history professor whose name became 
a household word during the 1965 gubernatorial 
race because of his outspoken views on the war 
in Vietnam, will return to Rutgers this weekend 
for the first time in more than a year to attend 
the fourth annual Socialist Scholars Conference. 

"The three-day conference will explore the 
general topic of "The Socialist Perspective in 
the Advanced Countries" through a series of 
topical commentaries followed by group 
discussions. 

"The conference will bring together 
some of the brighter liberal arts* luminaries 
to discuss a subject which has, in recent years, 
become a nove popular field of investigation 
among scholars after nearly 30 years of neglect 
in this country. 


"Speaks Saturday 

"Genovese will join Sterling Stuckey of 
Northwestern University on Saturday at 10 a.m. 
in a discussion of Harold Cruses* book, "The 
Crisis of the Negro Intellectual,” a work which

deals with, among other things, the 20th century 
black radical antecedents of the present day 
"black power" movement.

"At the same time that Genovese’s topic of 
"Black Power and Socialism" is being discussed, 

Ernest Handel, editor of the Belgian socialist 
weekly, "La Gauche," will address another group 
on "The Working Class and Neo-Capitalism." 

"Tomorrow’s opening session at 10:30 a.m. 
will be devoted to a conference on the "Role 
of Intellectuals in Social Change," with 
Warren Susman, a history professor at Rutgers, 
and Christopher Lasch of Northwestern as the 
major commentators. The opening session will 
be chaired by Connor Cruise O’Brien, whose re- 
cent book, "U.N. 5 : Sacred Drama," has received 
high praise from a wide cross section of critics. 


"Herbert Gutman, chairman of the history 
department at the University of Rochester, and 
Helvyn Dubofsky, of the University of 
Massachusetts, will speak at the sane time to- 
morrow on "New Thoughts on the Historiography 
of the American Working Class", 


"Commentators on this discussion will be 
Philip Foner of Lincoln University, an authority 
on the International Workers of the World, a 
labor movement in this country at the beginning 
of the century, and Stephen Thernstroa of 
Brandeis University.

"Mandel will be the guest speaker at an 
evening session tomorrow, while Sunday will be 
devoted to a panel on "The Preconditions for a 
Mass Socialist Party in the United States," 
chaired by James Weinstein, the author of a 
highly-acclaimed recent work on the early years 
of socialism in the United States.

"The main thrust of the conference will be 
focused on the failures and successes of socialism 
as a viable political alternative in this country. 
Both Weinstein’s and Cruse’s recent works on 
socialism and the Negro respectively have centered 
on the split in the Socialist party in America 
following the Bolshevik Revolution in Russia 
at the end of World War I and the concomitant 
failure to socialism to link up with a blossoming 
black radical movement at the same time, 

"Split Developed 

"The split among the Socialists who 
favored the "hard line" approach and those of 
the "moderate line" who wished to maintain the 
identity of socialism as opposed to Bolshevism 
proved disastrous to the formation of a truly 
"radical" alternative in the United States, in 
the view of many observers. 

"And amidst the turmoil of new political 
movements of all stripes, it is the question of 
the formation of a "radical" alternative which 
will probably be the foremost concern of the 
delegates. 

"The sessions will be held in three buildings: 
the Rutgers Labor Education Center, Blake 
Hall on the Douglass compus, and Records Hall 
on the Rutgers campus."

Ledger," published at Newark, New Jersey, in the 
September 8, 1968, edition, is captioned. Prof. Genovese 
Talks at Rutgers". The article contains the following 
information;

•’Controversial former Rutgers University 
professor Eugene Genovese yesterday urged the 
Black Power movement to line up behind wars 
of national liberation in the Asian, African 
and South American undeveloped areas. 

•’Otherwise, Genovese warned, the black 
militant leadership might be tempted to make 
a deal to support suppression of these revolts 
in return for improvement of their lot at 
home . 

'•The Marxist scholar hit the head- 
lines during the 1965 gubernatorial race. 

••Views On Viet" 

"He ignited an otherwise dull campaign 
by saying at a campus teach-in that he would 
welcome a victory by the National Liberation 
Front in Vietnam. He later explained he meant 
a political, not a military victory. 

"State Sen. Wayne Dumont Jr., Republican 
candidate for governor in 1965 against Gov. 
Richard J. Hughes, denounced Genovese’s 
teach-in remark and called for his immediate 
ouster from Rutgers. 

"Hughes, a Democrat, refused to intervene 
and defended Genovese’s right to speak in the 
interest of academic freedom, whatever his 
views . 


"Genovese, who resigned from the university 
in March 1967 to accept a post at Sir George 
Williams University in Montreal, spoke at the 
fourth annual Socialist Scholars Conference 
held at Rutgers.

"He was a member of a panel which probed 
Harold Cruse’s book, "The Crisis of the Negro 
Intellectual." Genovese and Cruse were 
joined in their discussion by Northwestern 
University professor Sterling Stuckey. Stuckey 
and Cruse are Negroes. 

"Genovese said, "A black party would not 
automatically be anti-imperialistic.” 

"He also said if Black Power advocates 
must exclude the white left from their 
ghetto activities, they also should bar the 
federal poverty program, Richard Nixon’s 
concept of black capitalism and the Republican 
and Democratic politicians in general. 

"Anti-Romantic 

"Genovese advised the white left to stop 
/ romanticizing about a classic merger of their 

effort with the black militants. 



"Without a Power base of our own, we have 
nothing to bring an alliance with the blacks 
and therefore there will be no alliance. 

"Everything depends on our ability to build 
our own party and movement. No fights of fancy 
over black militancy will save us. We shall 
have to save ourselves," he concluded."

"The Marxist professor stopped short 
of insisting that Black Power must be Marxian, 
but said it must have a "commitment to national 
and international responsibilities" of supporting 
revolution in the third world. 

"His outlook was in sharp contrast to 
that of Harold Cruse, another panelist, 
whose new book, "The Crisis of the Negro 
Intellectual," formed the basis of the panel. 
About 300 persons attended. 

"Cruse* s book is, among other things, a 
bitter assault on the white left of the past 
for imposing "a foreign ideology" on radical 
blacks unrelated to the real demands and 
needs of black people. 

"Genovese responded that Cruse’s quarrel 
is not with Marxism but with "the superficial 
and opportunist vulgar Marxism of the Communist 
Party and some other sects." 

"Neo-colonialism - an expression pop- 
ularized by Kwame Nkruhmah expressing the view 
that the political apparatus of a former colony 
is turned over to elements willing to support 
a favorable climate for foreign economic 
domination - suggest that capitalism 
"has room to manuever" with Black Power, 

Genovese said, "and that even now a 
generation of black opportunists and reaction- 
ary right-wing nationalists is waiting in the 
wings." 

"A black party would not automatically 
be anti- imperialist, " he said. "It might well 
make a deal for local privileges in return for 
its support of a worldwide imperialist offensive. 


"Without a clear line from the beginning - 
without a definite commitment to national and 
international responsibilities - such a party 
could easily be the vehicle for co-opting 
black America into support for even a racist 
foreign policy.

"We have ample precedent to warn us. I 
do not have to tell Cruse that such an outcome 
would be a disaster for his people, for the 
United States and for the World.” 

"Playing To The Right 

"Cruse* s call to exclude the white 
Left from black areas, the professor said, 
plays into the hands of the Right. If the 
object is to defend black autonomy, he 
contended, "the poverty program, Nixon’s 
black capitalism, and the Democratic and 
Republican parties" should also be excluded. 

"In his reply, Cruse denied being aril- Marxist. 
He asked, getting a laugh from the audience, 

"Who am I to attack one of the great minds of 
the 19th century?" 

"Cruse said his quarrel is with "practioners 
of Marxism," particularly the Communist Party, 

/ which still have not allowed self-determination 

to blacks. 

"At bottom, Cruse said, "the ideology of 
black nationalism is capitalistic" because 
blacks know nothing of socialism and "are 
after more of what capitalism has in abundance." 

"This formulation is misleading, said 
another panelist, Sterling Stuckey of Northwestern 
University, because it implies that blacks under- 
stand the workings of capitalism. He said there 
was nothing incongruous with a socialist program 
that demands more food and more income. 



"Though in apparent disagreement on 
socialism, Cruse and Genovese exhibited a 
meeting of the minds on the central importance 
of cultural questions ds an aspect of social 
struggle. Both agree that the left in the past 
has relegated cultural questions to second 
rank.

"Genovese noted that this concern, which 
he called a permanent contribution of Cruse’s 
book, is also present in the works of Antonio 
Gramsci, the late Italian Communist leader whose ? 
writings are becoming influential. Marxists 
themselves, he said, have been driving "perver- 
sions of Marxism" to which Cruse objects out 
of the philosophy. 

"Revolutionary Mystique 

"Since early in the century, Cruse said, 

Marxists have evaded the question of 
revolutionary as opposed to evolutionary 
means to socialism. The Left perpetuates 
"a revolutionary mystique", he said, while it 
fights for reforms within the system, as 
characterized in the New Deal experience. 

"The sane kind of dilemma has emerged 
with black revolutionaries, he said, who shout 
/ that "you can’t trust Whitey, the federal 

/ government, the state government or the 

power structure" and then take jobs in anti- 
poverty agencies. To deal with this question, 
he said, requires a new conception of society 
and a new set of tactics. 

"Genovese said that the white Left has 
been prone to fantasize about black movement 
while failing to get itself together. 

"Without a power of our own," he said, 

"we have nothing to bring to an alliance with 
the blacks, and therefore there will be no 
alliance. Everything depends on our ability 
to build our own party and movement. No 
fights of fancy over black militancy will save 
us - we shall have to save ourselves." 

"The possibility of creating a mass 
socialist party in the United States is the 
subject of the final conference panel, to 
be held today. Theme for the weekend has been, 

"The Socialist Perspective in the Advanced 
Countries."

The speaker was discussing or- 
ganizing people for local control, 
opposition to the growing men- 
ace of federal power and a cam- 
paign against income taxes. You 
might think you had wandered 
into a meeting of college con- 
servatives. 

If so, you would be wrong. It 
was the fourth annual Socialist 
Scholars Conference, held over 
= the weekend at Rutgers Univer- 
sity. The kind of issues with 
which the conference dealt indi- 
cated that the “New Left” is ris- 
ing to influence decisively the 
course of leftist scholarship and 
theory in the United States. 

Despite iccasional bursts of 
anti-intellec tualism, t h e New 
Left — a multi-colored but defin- 
able grouping — is developing an 
intellectual wing. 

Reject Dogma 

One of the consequences is a 
rejection of doctrinaire, dogmat- 
ic Marxism and the sectarian 
quarreling that dominated radi- 
cal politics of the past in the 
Communist and Trotskyite varie- 
ties. 

For a political man, scholar- 
ship is not a diversion but a tool 
The concluding seminar yester- 
day at Records Hall, for exam- 
ple, dealt with the development 
of theory and research to help 
produce a new socialist party 
in the U.S. 

In contrast to leftist politics of 
the past, ’ivhi e h- h tfj stressed the 
means of taking power, the semi- 
nar concentrated on developing 
a model of a post-industrial so- 
cialist society as an essential cl- 
ement of party organizing. 


' James Weinstein, author of 
“The Dec line - of r Socialism in 
America, 1912-1925,” contended 
that without this vision a mass 
following cannot be won. Intel- 
lectuals, he said, must address 
themselves to the task, since the 
model will not develop sponta- 
neously in the populace. 

■ Weinstein said the constituen- 
cy of the party would be black 
people, students, the traditional 
working-class proletariat and the 
“new working class” — the 
technocrats, • administrators, 
teachers and office workers of 
the country. 

Mutual Discontent 
These groupings are allied in 
their discontent (“and in little 
else,” one critic pointed out), 
Weinstein said, but mere discon- 
tent is devoid of socialist con- 
tent. 

In the working class, it be- 
comes manifest in support of 
George Wallace for President. 
The alienated young exhibit it 
but leave themselves ofjen to the 
charge that they offer no alter- 
native to the present system, he 
said. ■*

Socialist revolutions of the past 
have occurred in pre-industrial 
societies, leaving the state appa- 
ratus with the historical task of 
the burgeoisie — accumulating 
capital — he reasoned. In a 
post-scarcity society — which he 
contended the U.S. is — such bu- 
reaucracy is unnecessary. 

• Issue Warnings 

Alperovitz’s remarks about 

building bridges to the communi- 
ty and other reminders of the so- 
cialist’s role in society set the 
conference apart from a meeting 
of scholarly technicians. Another 
theme of the weekend was re- 
peated warnings to avoid build- 
ing a movement solely around 
"confrontation politics” and re- 
sistance, which Weinstein char- 
acterized as defensive and con- 
servative tendencies. 

Old Left panelists, abundant at 
last year's conference, were con- 
spicuously absent, and criticism 
of the Soviet Union was thor- 
ough. At the same time there 
was a sense of historical 
perspective about the Old Left, 
as though the battle is over, with 
none of the-acorn-that the New 
Left once heaped on their spirit- 


ual — and sometimes natural — 
fathers. 

Also absent was the 
"Demicratic Left,” with its in- 
terminable discussion of the 
Freedom Budget. Michael Har- 
rington and Irving Howe, who 
were panelists last year; were 
nowhere to be found, nor were 
social democrat tendencies. 

Participants — both audience 
and panelists — were generally 
younger, some of them only a 
few years out of ' T " 
ism. For example, one panelist 
in yesterday’s conference, Mi- 
chael Greenberg, was formerly 
an organizer of Community Ac- 
tion Projects (CAP) in New 
Brunswick and now teaches 
American history at Brooklyn 
Polytechnic Institute. 

The weekend participants, 
which numbered about 500 per- 
sons, was one-third the size of 
the crowd that jammed the New 
York Hilton last year. In his in-, 
troductory remarks Friday, John 
Cammett, a former history pro- j 
fessor at Rutgers, said the small- 
er crowd was deliberate. 1 

'Left-Wing Happening' 

. “There was a tendency for the 
conference to become a left-wing 
happening,” one participant said 
privately. The panel on hippies 
and radical youth last year was 
particularly unscholarly, includ- 
ing a monologue by Abbie Hoff- 
man, the Yippie spokesman, and • 
some biting comments from 1 
Greg Calvert of Students for a « 
Democratic Society, who char- ‘ 
acterized the organizers as a • 
junior version of the American 
Historical Association. 

Last year's conference ranged 
from the relation of Catholicism 
and socialism, to Shakespeare to 
anthropological studies of peas- 
ants, as well as the hippie panel. 

Cammett noted in his remarks 
that the panels were cut from 20 
to five, with time for small dis- 
cussion groups. For the first 
time, a dominant theme was 
chosen, “Ths— Socialist Perspec- > 
live in the Advanced Countries,” 
and the panels organically relat- 1 
ed. ' 



Friday’s.,. panel ..on the social 
role of the' intellectual, for exam- 
ple, found Christopher Lasch of 
Northwestern University arguing 
that the intellectual must defend 
the primacy of culture .against 
claims that it must serve a pro- 
paganda purpose. Lasch’s com- 
ments would have enraged Left- 
ists of the 1930s. 

Lasch drew a connection be- 
tween the lack of a radical 
movement in the U.S. and the 
immaturity of American culture. 
American culture, he said, lacks 
tragedy and a sense of history 
because its prevailing myth has 
been success and the victims of 
this success — Indians and black 
slaves — are disregarded as ir- 
relevant. 

Stress Culture 

The insistence on culture as 
coequal with economic and polit- 
ical questions emerged again on 
the following day. Though Har- 
old Cruse, author of “The Crisis 
of the Negro Intellectual,” and 
Eugene Genovese disagreed on a 
number of issues, they were to- 
gether on the centrality of cul- 
ture. 

Cruse contends that the only

vital American culture was con- 
tributed by blacks and stelen by 
the whites. Genovese and Cam- 
mett have championed Antonio 
Gramsci, the late Italian Com- 
munist leader whose views on 
culture run counter to “socialist 
realism” and “proletarian art.” 
Cammett has written a book on 
Gramsci, whose works are for 
the most part untranslated to 
English. And Genovese’s con- 
cluding remarks on the need of 
the white left to organize a party 
led naturally into yesterday's 
session.

Scholars, revolutionary Marxist 
brain trust in U.S. institutions of 
higher learning, held their Fourth 
Annual Conference over the week- 
end of September 6-8, at Rutgers 
University, in New Jersey. 

Guest of honor was Ernest Man- 
del of Brussels, editor of the Belgian 
socialist weekly “La Gauche” (The 
Left), and a main instigator of the 
student riots and workers’ strikes in 
France during last May and June. 
Now banned from that country, 
Mandel made his welcome way into 
our own via Paris-Havana-Brussels. 
He was formally introduced to the 
Socialist Scholars by Paul Sweezy, 
editor of the leftist radical Monthly 
Review, who said: “Ernest Mandel 
is one of the most eminent and im- 
portant Marxist theorists in Europe 
today. He spent considerable time 
last summer in Cuba. Hte was active 
in events which took place in France 
fast spring and is banned by the 
•French Government for his part in 
those events. We’re all hoping he 
will go back to France and take part 
in events developing there now.” *, 
* * * 
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Tit is a pity that Mandel’s speech 
at! dinner in Nielsen Dining Hall, 
Ritgers, on Friday evening, Sep- 
tember 6th, was not broadcast to the 
American public. He speaks excel- 
lent English and received a standing 
ovation from the Socialist Scholars 
and their guests, busloads of radical 
youths from New York City and oth- 
er centers. Had the public heard 
what Mandel said, statistics in an 
opinion poll of approval or disap- 
proval for security and riot control 
action taken during the recent Dem- 
ocratic National Convention would 
rise to 99.9% in favor of Mayor Dal- 
ey and the Chicago police. More- 
over, if TV networks had featured 
Mandel’s speech, there would be no 
more confusion among loyal Ameri- 
cans about the revolutionary leader- 
ship of violent student rebellions and 
“peace” demonstrations. 

“Students,” explained Ernest 
Mandel, “are the detonators in the 
formula for triggering off a social 
explosion creating a revolutionary 
situation.” To resounding applause, 
he made clear how he and other so- 
cialists use Marxism-Leninism as 



the device for timing, controlling 
. and targeting the explosion. Mandel 
said the main strategy for over- 
throwing neo-capitalism in ad- 
vsinced industrial nations tndnv in-

eluding the U.S., is “to put forth, 
through mass strikes and mass 
movements, concrete demands and 
goals which are unacceptable to the 
capitalist system and cannot be 
granted within the capitalist sys- 
tem.” 




Mandel went on to say that the 
May-June rebellion in France this 
year failed temporarily “only be- 
cause of lack of a revolutionary or- 
ganization which, at the decisive r 
moment, could counterpose new J 
centralized workers’ power to exist- 
ing capitalist power.” J 
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j, H * speech, Ernest Mandel 
said that French workers’ affinity 
for Marxism determined their ac- 
tions last spring, not working condi- 
tions or pay. “The remarkable 
thing,” he explained, “was that the 
rebellion against neo-capitalism 
took place despite the fact that 
French per capita consumption is j 
the highest in Western Europe ex- 
cept for Sweden.” He said many . 
facts showed the French workers ' 
“were starting a revolution.” > 
Among these, he noted, was the ' 
complete cut-off of the cities of 
Nantes and Caen from communica- j 
tion, and the establishment of “a 
workers’ state which started to issue ' 
its own currency — bons de credits 
— which were accepted by the store- 
keepers.” He admitted, parentheti- 
cally, that after the Gaullist Govern- 

i 

ment “repression,” the storekeepers 
lost their money. . 

Another significant fact, said 
Mandel, was that St. Nazaire ship- 
yard workers had called for “a Gen- 
eral Assembly (Assemblee Gener- 
ale),” as in the French revolution of 
1848. (At- Columbia University this 
month, Students for a Democratic 
Society, which sparked the rebellion 
last April, called for a “General As- 
sembly.”) 

Mandel said the St. Nazaire 
workers entered into a dialogue with 
the authorities that lasted for more 
than a week, but “refused to make 
any precise demands within the 
framework of the capitalist sys- 
tem.” He said the only reason the 
Marxist revolution failed in France 
last spring was that the mass of 
workers made demands — such as 
the 10% wage increase — which 
could be granted. Had there been 
“nuclei of revolutionary workers in 
the factories, in the key industries to 
take decisive control at the propi- 
tious moment,” he said, “the work- 
ers would have been able to set. up a 
dual government within France and 
topple the capitalist state by pro- 
tracted revolutionary class strug- 
gle.” _ . . 

I The three key issues on which 
Ijlarxists must make their stand, 
said Mandel, the issues on which 
capitalists cannot compromise with- 


out forfeiting capitalism, are: (1) 
TVorkers’ control; (2) workel-s’ 
“self-defense” (meaning armed 
might) ; and (3) government py 
workers’ councils, instead of bour- 
geois power. “Never,” cried Mandel 
dramatically, “never, I assure you, 
were Frenchmen so free, so truly 
free, as in the days of May-June!” 

Shouts of approval came from 
the long-haired, bearded youths in 
Neilsen Dining Hall, many of whose 
faces had stared out of front-page 
news photos during the demonstra- 
tions at the Pentagon and Columbia 
University, at draft-card burnings 
and in street actions, and in attacks 
on the Chicago police during the 
Democratic National Convention in 
August. Members of the Old Left at- 
tending the dinner — Corliss La- 
mont, Russ Nixon, Harry Magdoff et 
al — were equally enthusiastic. 

When the applause died down, 
Ernest Mandel quoted a statement 
by James M. Roche, president of 
General Motors, published in a news 
weekly, September 30, 1967: “We 
live in a world of change. We work 
in a world of change.” Smiling sar- 
castically, Mandel paused a moment 
to look around the dining hall at the 
Socialist Scholars, then moved to the 
climax of his speech. "It may seem 
strange that I would agree on any- 
thing with such a person,” he said, 
“but I would accept that statement 
and amend it a little bit.” Slowly 
and with utmost emphasis, he said 
that “there is a possibility that the 
very society will change.” 

Applauding loudly, the Socialist 
Scholars rose to pay homage to the 
speaker. Certainly, if they and their 
associates have their way, Ameri- 
can society will be so changed that 
private enterprise cannot exist. The 
tenet of the entire week-end confer- 
ence at Rutgers was that after a so- 
cial explosion has been detonated in 
the U.S., only a revolutionary orga- 
nization, directed by socialists ad- 
hering to an advance Marxist-Lenin- 
ist plan, can exercise decisive lead- 
ership. They believe it is the func- 
tion of socialist scholars to formu- 
late the plan and adapt it to given 
conditions while adhering to basil: 
Marxist-Leninist strategy. 
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i| The official Socialist Scholars 
program for the Rutgers conference

At the Friday morning 
session on the rokroLibe in- 
tellectual; Christopher Lasch 
said, “The emergence of a 
mature American culture 
depends on the emergence of 
revolutionary change.” He 
added: “The responsibility 
of the intellectual • is the 
same as that of the street or- 
ganizer.” Intellectual lead- 
ership, he explained, can 
come only from intellectuals 
having confidence in them- 
selves “as a class.” He said,

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Fascist bund movement.” 
To Leninist-Stalinists, all na- 
tionalist movements are 
“fascist” except those di- 
rected by Communists and 
set up for the sole purpose of 
leading a nation or minority 
group into absorption by the 
Communist bloc. Khrush- 
chev denounced Stalin but 
affirmed Kremlin adherence 
to Marxism-Leninism-Stalin- 
ism. The present Soviet re- 
gime, led by Kosygin and 
Brezhnev, sticks rigidly to 
that ideology, as does Go- 
mylka of Poland. The Com- 
munist attitude toward Zion- 
ism has nothing to do with 
prp- or anti-Zionism; the atti- 
tude solely concerns ortho- 
dox Marxism-Leninism-Sta- 
linism on the national and 
colonial question.) 

Eugene Genovese stated 
at the Socialist Scholars pan- 
el on Black Power that there 
can be no successful “black 
enclave economy” in the 
United States. He maintains 
that only in a worldwide rad- 
ical Marxist economy can 
there be an end to racist ex- 
ploitation. 

The establishment of such 
an economy was the theme 
of the entire Socialist Schol- 
ars Conference. The aim — 
as Warren Susman put it — 
is “to formulate a revolu- 
tionary plan for the future 
which will remove the power 
of past tradition s_apd create 
a Socialist America.” 


. On Saturday morning, 
Professor . yUeKan der Erlich 
of Columbia University, who 
last June delivered the 
“anti-commencement” ad- 
dress to rebel student walk- 
outs from the official exer- 
cises, shared the Socialist 
Scholars platform at Rut- 
gers with guest-of-honor Er- 
nest Mandel to discuss "The 
Working Class and Neo-Capi- 
talism.” Prof. Erlich was in- 
troduced to the audience by 
John Cammett of Rutgers, 
1967-68 president of the So- 
cialist Scholars, who said 
about Prof. Erlich, "He is a 
member of the Russian Insti- 
tute at Columbia and one of 
the very few professors to 
take a constructive role in 
the student events there.” 

Erlich speaks English 
with such a heavy accent it 
was difficult to hear what he 
said. The poor acoustics in 
Blake Hall, a depressing, 
cheaply built cement-cell ed- 
ifice, worsened Erlich’s dic- 
tion. But his views were 
plain as he nodded in agree- 
ment when Ernest Mandel 
said, “The student revolt can 
become the vanguard of the 
working class.” 

An extremely important 
part of the Socialist Scholars 
Conference was the book ex- - 
hibit at the Rutgers Labor 
Education Center, .where 
most of the meetings and ac- 
tivities took place. Accord- 
ing to a Frenchwoman sell-

5. Membership in a subversive front organization 
within the past three years and no reliable evidence of defection.
